Well, 
perhaps not, hut it would be just 
as had if General Goering should 
appear over Paris w ith 5,000 air

u ndertaken. 
Yet that is exactly 
what may ballpen in the future if 
this business of doing aw ay with 
that 
part 
of international law 
which related to hostilities is wip­ 
ed off the books from now on. 
Certainly no one can read the rec­ 
ord of th*' men now at the head 
of th** G erman Stat** and believe 
that they would be deterred from 
suidi an u n d e rta k in g as I have de­ 
scribed by any considerations for 
h um anity or decency. 
They are 
brigands and thev have re p e a te d ­ 
ly announced, as Hitler himself 
did 
in his book "Mein Kampf ", 
that they propose to be brigands 
if it suits their purpose. 
We are witnessing in China an 
unparalelled savagery. 
I am not 
a believer in atrocity stories, hut 
it is perfectly evident 
that 
the 
bombing of u nfortified 
villages, 
towns and cities is going on every 
dav. 
Missionaries in New York 
have had private advices that al- 
ready one third of the city of Nan 
king has been laid in ruins. 
The 
J apanese 
spokesm en 
themselves 
admit that unfortified cities have 
been laid w aste far inland, e ntire­ 
ly beyond th e fighting zone, the 
purpose being to brea k the morale 
of the Chinese people and make 
them compel th e N a n k in g Govern­ 
ment to sue for peace. So far it 
seems to have had th e effect of 
in furiating each and 
every Chi­ 
nese 
and 
u n itin g them 
as they 
have not been united for c en tu r­ 
ies. 
Put lire* O utlook 
Now the b om bing of these cities 
is also entirely 
c o n t ra ry to the 
laws of war. 
It seems u n d isp u t­ 
able th a t, as in S hanghai, the bulk 
of those bombed, probably 90 per 
cent of them, are non-combatants 
and 
m ultitu d e s of them women 
and children. If this isn’t bestial 
savagery w hat could be? And the 
same 
description applies to tile 
Chinese

of their own 
people in Sh an g h ai and will apply 
t o t Ti e rn if th e y ca r ry t h e vv a r In­ 
to Ja pan by m eans of aerial a t ­ 
tacks. 
It seems incredible that 
our 
own 
governm e nt and the 
leading powers in Europe outside 
of the brigand powers, 
are not

A m bassadors from Japan, 
not in order to take 
sides with 
China, bu t as a m eans of m aking 
it plain th a t th ere are still nations 
which believe in upholding w h a t 
is left of inte rnationa l law and 
o r d e r , 
before 
we sink into the 
chaos of com plete barbarism. 
I believe th a t such a course— 
even if pursued only by th e Uni­ 
ted States and the Scandinavian 
c o u n t r i e s - 
would 
be 
generally 
helpful and would he hacked by 
the public opinion of the peoples 
of the world everywhere. Indeed, 
as I have recently written to the 
President, I feel that here is an 
opportunity such as has come to

Members of the executive committee of the Wolverine 
Conservation association, at a meeting Friday night, 
decided to launch within the next few days a rice plant­ 
ing project in the various Delta county duck marshes. 
Duck hunting areas suggested for replenishing of the 
food supply include the Portage pond, Brewery Point, 
Garth and the mouth of the Whitefish river. Decision 
on just what marshes will be planted, however, will not 
he reached until a committee 
to be appointed by Karl 
J. Hammar, president of the W olverine 
Conservation 
association, makes a study of the situation. 
Efforts will be made to obtain the advice of a prom­ 
inent authority in waterfowl management in the rice 
planting project. For many years, the planting of wa­ 
terfowl food has been advocated by local sportsmen, 
but little has been done. 
The Wolverine Conservation 
association, 
according to tile sentiment expressed at 
Friday night’s meeting, plans an extensive 
program 
with an aim of making the Portage pond, Garth and 
other areas in Delta county among the best duck hunt­ 
ing grounds in the Middle West.

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Wolverine Association 
Will Plant Wild Rice 


Members of the executive committee of the W olvenne 
Conservation association, at a meeting Friday night, 
decided to launch within the next few days a rice plant­ 
ing project in the various Delta county duck marshes. 
Duck hunting areas suggested for replenishing of tho 
food supply include the Portage pond, Brewery Point, 
Garth and the mouth of the WI itefish river. Decision 
on just what marshes will be planted, however, will not 
be reached until a committee 
to be appointed In Karl 
J. Hammar, president of the Wolverine 
Conservation 
association, makes a study of the situation. 
Efforts will be made to obtain the advice of a prom­ 
inent authority in waterfowl management in the rice 
planting project. For many years, the planting of wa­ 
terfowl food has been advocated by local sportsmen, 
but little has been done. 
'Hie W olverine Conservation 
association, 
according to tile sentiment expressed at 
Friday night's meeting, plans an extensive 
program 
with an aim of making the Portage pond, Garth and 
other areas in Delta county among the best duck hunt­ 
ing grounds in the Middle West. 
Other details of the program will be announced later.
